About 2o years ago an itinerant avangel 
ist and quack dpeior combined travelled 
through Ontario, preaching, lecturing and 
curing certain people by tlic “laying on of 
hands." ifo too hail a (;ood otoch of liglit 
ning at tlio end ol his tongue, ami a corpor¬ 
ation welt saturated witli electricity, Ho 
undoubtedly did (With the co-operation of 
their own faith) relieve sonic people of nerv¬ 
ous complaints by his “pusseh" ami muni 
pulatiuns. which iiu called tiie “laying on 
of hands.'' This would have been all right 
and proper enough had he not claimed tiie 
oures to be in answer to prayer. 1 hoard 
bim preach and saw him operate iu the 
city of Hamilton, and expressed my 
oooviotioQ at the lime that lie was an 
impositor. There was no mistake about it 
as unkind nature had in his case h-ft her 
exterbal marks of a bad job. In about two 
years after that the papers aunuuiiocd his 
e^t M the end of a ru^ in iMichigan for 
poisioaing two wives. 

1 do not refer to this case to rellect upon 
the honesty of lihccriky of revivalists 
generally or of any of tliem. As already 
shown, they may be upright and sincere, 
though mistaken, as were Dr, Hunderlaiid 
and the jodgee on the bench who oonscienti.

The government at Ottawa have 
blocked inquiry into the Judge Elliot 
pr^edingi. The subservient maj¬ 
ority having staved off enquiry by a 
vote of 9a to 50. It has been assumed 
that the public conscience would be 
awakened by such proceedings but the 
vote in East York does not look that 
way. 


The return of Mr MacLean, Tory, 
fur East York was expected. Mr 
Mackenzie had but a majority of 2b 
votes over Maclean. Since then the 
voters' lists have been stuffedi and the 
government’s printing bureau has 
has been able to get in its work. It 
must also be remembered that two 
wards of the city of Toronto are in the 
riding, and everybody knows that 
Toronto is a hotbed of “Toryism. 


The following list of constituencies 
with the number of inhabitants therein 
shows just how the tories work the 
Gerrymander, making the minority of 
voters to elect the majority of represen¬ 
tatives. It will be seen that 82,622 
persons living in seven Tory con- 
suiuencies in Quebec are able to elect 
seven M. P’s.; while 236,115 persona 
who live in liberal counties are only 
able to return the same number. In 
Ontario 116,793 persons residing in 
eight Tory constituencies elect eight 
members to the Commons, but it takes 
251,282 inhabitants of eiglit Liberal 
countiea to elect a similar number of 
representatives. The city of Victoria 
in British Columbia is to have two 
members, with only 18,000 inhabitants, 
because it will return two Tories. 
But Quebec East with 36,000 persons, 
is to have only one repiesentative, and 
so cm. Yet the government claims 
that their Gerrymander is intended to 
equalize the constituencies.

Ottawa, Mav 10.— There wae a big time 
ycetorday before the Senate liailway 
L’ominittee over an act respecting the Bell 
I Telephone Company. Besides the short 
preamble, this bill only contained a small 
clause of five Unci which asked powers to 
; increase the capital stock of tho company 
to an amount not exceeding $5,000,000. 
The attack against the bill was made 
by^ Senators Boulton, Power and Kaul* 
liach, who held that the company 
had now too extensive powers and was to 
all intents and purposes a monopoly. Sena* 
tors Ogilvie, Scott, McMillan, Smith and 
Miller defended the telephone company. 
The result was that tho bill was subjected 
to some important amendments; for in* 
stance the company desired bonding pow* 
ers eijual to the amount of the authorized 
stock. This hat been denied them and 
they are confined to the $500,000 which 
they now posaess. The capital stock of the 
companv may be increased to $5,000,000 
that is including the $500,0(X) already men* 
tioned. A very important clause was in* 
serted,in the bill which provides that tele* 
phone rates must be subiocted to the Got* 
ernor-Ueneral in Council Before inereae* 
ing the rates the company will have to ap* 
ply to the executive. In the meantime, 
they can arrange what thev please. The 
change will prevent monopoly rates. The 
bill was reported.

Paolfie Company's Mines at lloslyn 
Oanset Terrible Loss of Llfe-Tlie 
Bodies uf the Main Terribly Mutilated 

SCATTLi:, Wash., April 11.—A siieolal to 
The Post-lntelligeacersays: Yesteruayafter¬ 
noon a terrible gss explosion occurred in 
the slope of minu No. 2 of the Northern 
Pacific Coal Com]»anj at Roslyn, in which 
the loss of life has exceeded in number that 
of any other disaeter that has eVer been 
chronicled in the Northwest. 

The exact nature of the explosion or tho 
circumslancos that led to it will probably 
never be known sinc9 it is believed that 
every minor who woa at work in the slope 
at the time has perijm;id. 

It is not definitely known how many 
men were in the vicinity of tbe disaster, but 
it is believed that between 45 

and 50 were on the three levels 

that were affected by tho gas explosion. 

i.«argo relief forces are at work and at 
this time six bodies have been recovered. 
These men were working near¬ 
est to the opening and at 
some distance from tl>e point where 

it is supposed tho explosion oc 

curred. Moat of tho men were 1500 and 
2000 feet farther in the slope and in the 
imnicdinie vicinity of the accident. There 
IS no doubt either in the minds of minors or 
the company oiiicials that every man was 
instantly killed. 

The lioslyn mine is one of the largest in 
tho state, supplying tho western division 
of the N.P. and U.P roads with coal, and 
has a capacity of 20,000 tons n day. 

Tho explosion occurred just as two 
gangs wore shifting at l.^t^n'eIoi.‘k. 

The explosion has closed up tiu' shaft. 
The mine is on fire and it is imfKissiblufto 
recover the iKidies. The company will for¬ 
ward 40 Collins from Beattie by midnight 
Iraiu.
